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TRANSLATION. 


AGREEABLE to a resolution, passed at the last annual session 
of Synod, the Clerical and Lay-members of the German 
Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium of Pennsylvania and 
adjacent States, convened in Orwigsburg, Schuylkill Co. Pa., 
on Trinity Sunday, the 7th day of May A. D. 1846, being the 
NINETY-NINTH annual Convention of the Ministerium. 


The usual offices of the Lord’s day were celebrated in the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of St. Paul, in Orwigsburg, as 
follows: 

The Rev. President Dr. J. MriLer, preached the Synadical 
sermon in the German language, text, 1 John 3,23. The Rev. 
Secretary J. W. Richards, officiated in the afternoon, in the 
English language, text, I Cron. 28,9. Andin the evening, 
the Treasurer, Rev. J. C. Becker, D. D. preached in the Ger- 
man language from Eph. 5, 2. 


Divine service was likewise celebrated on the preceding 
evening,in St. Paul’s Church, the Rev, J. Voegisacu officia- 
ting ; text, Mark 10, 47; and onthe Lord’s day afternoon, in 
Friedens Church, near Little Schuylkill, canducted by the Rev. 
W. J. Ever; text, Matt. 6,10; both performed in the German 
language. 


CONVENTION OF SYNOD. 
FIRST SESSION, 


Monday, June 8th, 9 o'clock A, M. 
Pursuant to notice, the Pastors and Delegates of their re- 
spective Churches, convened in session in St. Paul’s Church. 
The session was opened with singing and prayer by the Rev. 
President. The roll was next called by the Secretary, when 
the following Brethren reported themselves present, and were 
seated according to the rotation of their names.

Delegates from sister Syriods were now introduced: The 
Rev. A. H. Lochman from the Evangalical Lutheran Synod 
of West Pennsylvania, to be anadvisory member. The Rev. 
J. W. Hotimeier from the Synod of the German Reformed 
Church, to be an advisory member. 

Thus organized, the Synod consisted of 63 members. 

In conformity with the Constitution, the President next read 
the Annual Report of his official! acts, which was received for 
further consideration aud subsequently placed in the hands of 
committee. 
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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania and adjacent 
States, convened in Orwigsburg on the 7th and subsequent days of 
June, 4. D. 1845. 


Reverenp anp BrReTurey ! 
Officially I have the honor to report as follows: That 
Pursuant to the Resolution of the Ministerium, authorizing me to renew 
the ad interim licences of the Rev Candidates Frederick P. Feysel and F. W. 
Husman, their licences were renewed by me on the 24th day of June 1845. 

On the 9th of July, I received a letter from Mr P H. Mattes, Secretary of 
the Ev. Lutheran Congregation in Easton, Pennsylvania, informing me, that 
the Congregation in Easton was then destitute of a Pastor; and requesting, 
that I should name several gentlemen, whom I might believe competent to fill 
that station. With this request | complied. vide No. 1. 

July 18th.—I received a communication from the Rev. Mr Rally, inform- 
ing me, that Pastor Peixoto would be unable to attend at his installation in 
Manayunk. I consequently requested the Rev. Dr, Demme to supply the place 
of Mr. Peixoto. Vide Na, Q, 

Aug. 30th.—I received a written request from the Rev. Candidate Bergner, 
for permission to preach in the Gratztewn Congregation, and in case of his being 
regularly elected, to accept a call from the Congregation. This permission 
I granted. Vide No. 3. 

Oct. 12th.—Application by letter, fram the Rev, Candidate J. C. Schmidt 
was made to me, to be allowed to preach ina certain specified Congregation 
then vacant, and to accept the call of the Congregation in case of his being 
regularly elected as the minister, This application was likewise granted. 
Vide No. 5, 

Oct. 12th.—Received written information from Pastor C, F, Stoever, that he 
had resigned the station in Milton and the vicinity, and taken charge of several 
other congregations. May the Lord bless this change, both to himself and to 
others. Vide No, 5. 

‘eh. 8th, 1846,—A communication was received from the Rev. W. B. Rally, 
informing me that he had resigned his charge in Manayunk and accepted the 
cal] of a Protestant congregation at Mount Eaton, Wayne county, Ohio. My 
heartfelt wish is, that the blessing of God may attend this step. Vide No. 6 

In testimony of the above, witness my name,

The President gave notice, that the constitutional time for 
the election of officers of Synod had arrived, and that the 
election was next in order.

The excuse of Pastor Binninger, for absence, was laid be- 
fore Synod and accepted.

No. 1—“ Is the Report of the President, whith we find to’ 
be in perfect accordance with the documents accompanying the 
report.”’ 

. Resolved. That this Report be adopted. 


II. Commirrer. The second committee reported throngh 
Rev. Candidate Oberfeld: | 

No. 2.—* Is a testimonial, signed by the Vestry of the Ev. 
Lutheran Congregation in Palmyra, Lebanon Co., their 
authorizing Mr, Samuel Segner, Elder, to lay before Synod 
certain matters of interest to the“Congregation.’’ 

No. 3.—“Is a paper of like import from the Vestry of the 
_ Ev. Lutheran Congregation of Campbellstown, Lebanon Co.”’ 

No. 4.—“Contains a notification of the wish of the Ev. 
Lutheran Congregation in Palmyra, to form a pastoral district 
in connexion with the Congregations of Campbellstown, 
Bindnagel’s and Schell’s churches.”’ 
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No, 5.—“Is a communication from the Ev. Lutheran Con- 
sregation of Schell’s Church, signed by 162 members, de- 
claring themselves as not satisfied with their Pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Merz.—They pray Synod to assist them in procuring the ser- 
vices of some Other worthy clergyman, whom they promise 


to support in connexion with Palmyra and the neighboring 
Congregations. 


Inasmtich as these papersall refer to the same subject, your 
Committee move: That Mr. Segner be permitted, verbally to 
State the wishes of said congregations before this body.” 

This motion being carried, Mr. Segner addressed the Synod; 
testifying to the desire of said congregations to form a paro- 
chial distiict, and expressing their united wishes, to enjoy the 
services of a clergyman of our connexion, and if possible both 
in the English and German languages, with the assurance of 
adequately supporting him. Hereupon it was 

Resolved : That Synod is not sufficiéntly informed on the 
state of affairs in Schell’s congregation, to express a decision 
in reference thereto ; but that permission is herewith granted 
to any clergyman of this body, to accept the charge of the 


remaining three congregations, provided this shall meet with 
the concurrence of Rev. Dr. Ernst. 


No. 6.—“TIs a letter from Pastor Strein, apologizing for 
absence and containing his parochial report. In the same 
inclosure he transmits the sum of $13,50, of which $7,50 
are appropriated to the Missionary and $5,00 to the Synod- 
ical fund, the remainder $1,00 is his annual contribution as 
a member of the Missionary Society.”’ 

Resolved: Thiat Pastor Strein be excused. 


No. 7.— Is a letter from Candidate Sondhaus giving a de- 
tailed exposition of his present circumstances and prospects 
in Ohio. Your committee deem proper, that this communica- 
tion should be referted to’ the Missionary Society.’’ 

III. Commirrer. The committee reported through the 
chairman Pastor C. Miller. 

No. 8.—“Is the petition of J. P. Ferdinand Kramer, asking 
aid from the Legacy, and concludes with the wish that the 
divine blessing may rest upon the proceedings of Synod.”’ 

“Your committee move that the petition of Mr. Kramer 
be referred to the President.’’ 


The motion was adopted. 
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No, 9.—“Is a letter from the congregation of St. Peter’s 
Church at Pinegrove, stating that the congregation had elect- 
ed and called Mr. J. B, Friehe to be their preacher, and pray- 
ing Synod to receive him as a member of the body.”’ 

No. 10.—Is a letter of the same import from Salem’s con- 

gregation near Pinegrove, and furthermore praying Synod to 
extend pecuniary aid to Mr. Friche.’’ 
Your committee would propose the following Resolution : 
That Synod consider the request of the congregction with 
reference to aid, but will take no action on the subject of Mr. 
Friehe’s reception.”’ 

Referred to the Ministerial Session. 

No. 11.—“1s a memorial signed by the church councils of 
three congregations: Fetterhof, St. John’s and Steinthal.”’ 

“Your committee move that the memorial be read,”’ 

Further action was postponed, until all papers having refer- 
ence to the subject contained in the memorial, shall have been 
reported to Synod. 

No. 12.—“Is a letter from Pastor A. B. Gockelen, express- 
ing his desire to be continued a member of our Synod ; ask- 
ing that a copy of the minutes may be transmitted to him, and 
praying Synod to excuse him for absence.” 

Resolved: That the wish of Br. Gockelen be herewith 
granted, and that he be likewise excused. 


No. 13.—“Is a letter from the congregation in Gratztown 
of like tenor with No.11.” “Your committee move that this 
also be read.” 

Referred with No. 11. 


No. 14.— Contains the petition of Mr. Busse, schoolmaster, 
for aid from the Legacy.”’ “The committee move that this pe- 
tition be referred to the President.” 


The motion was adopted. 


The Rev. Mr, Sadler, Ev. Lutheran minister in Pinegrove, 
was introduced to the Synod. 


IV. Commirrer. The committee reported through the 
chairman Pastor G. F. J. Jaeger. 
_. No, 15.—-“Contains the petition of Candidate Sondhaus in 
Ohio, addressed to the President of Synod, Rev. Dr. Miller, 
and praying the President to send him a renewal of License, 
inasmuch as the ad interim license given him had expired, 
and he would be unable to accept the charge of any congrega-

tions inthat section of country, until such renewal was obtain- 


ed.”’ 


“The Committee move that the petition of Candidate Sond- 
haus be granted.”’ 


Referred to the Ministerium. 


No. 16.—* Contains an inquiry addressed to the President, 
Rev. Dr. Miller, on the part of Pastor G. Mennig in Bern- 
ville, respecting a certain letter containing money, sent to Dr. 
Miller, which letter was lost. The sum contained was $4,25.” 

“The opinion of your committee is, that the Rev. Dr. Mil- 
ler may explain this matter most satisfactorily.’ 

The Rev. President hereupon informed the Synod, that he 
had not received the letter referred to, but that notwithstand- 
ing, in order to satisfy the Rev. Mr. Meunig and his congre- 
gation, he was prepared forthwith, to pay the amount stated, 
from his own means, into the Treasurer’s hands. 


Synod however unanimously objected to this offer of the 
Rev. President, entertaining as it does, the fullest confidence 
that the letter in question, was not lost through any neglect 
on the partof Dr. Miller, nor that it was ever received by him. 

No. 17.—“ Is a letter from the Rev. Mosheim Schmuker, 
of Germantown, addressed to the Secretary Pastor J. W. 
Richards, stating that he had received an honorable dismis- 
sion from the Synod of West Pennsylvania, and expressing 
his wish, participated in by his congregation, to be received 
as a member of this body.” 

On motion of the Rev. J. W. Richards, 


Resolved: That the wish expressed by the Rev. Mosheim 
Schmucker and congregation, be herewith granted. 


No. 18.—“Is a letter from Pastor Peixoto of Goschenhop- 
pen, expressing regret for not being able to attend the present 
meeting of Synod, and stating the cause of his absence.”’ 

“The committee move that Pastor Peixoto be excused.” 

The motion was carried. 

“ Pastor Peixoto likewise recommends to the Brethren, a 
work “On Infant Baptism,’’ by Thomas Lape, which he had 
been instructed to examine and report on at the present annu- 
al Session of Synod. He states in conclusion, that he will 
transmit his parochial report to the proper functionary.” 

No. 19.—“Is a petition from the Vestry of the Strasburg 
congregation in Lancaster county, to the President of Synod, 
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asking aid from the fund of Streit’s legacy, to enable the con- 
gregation to cancel the debt resting upon the congregation.’’ 

“ The committee would refer the answer to this petition, to 
the decision of the President.”’ 

No. 20.—“ Isa letter from Pastor Abele, of Lockport, N. Y. 
to the Rev. President, announcing that he had accepted the 
call of two congregations in and near Lockport, and praying 
to be again recieved a member of this body ; he states further, 
that in connexion with the Pastoral office, he combines that 
of a physician; his parochial report, together with $4,00 col- 
lected for the Synodical fund are herewith transmitted. In 
conclusion he requests the opinion of Synod, as to whether 
the avocations of a physician may be pursued consistently 
with the pastoral office.” 

The whole matter was referred to the Ministerial Session. 

No. 21.— Is the petition of the congregation of St. Michael’s 
in Harrisburg, asking aid from the Synodical Fund, to enable 
the congregation to discharge a debt of $1000 resting upon 
the church.”’ 

“The committee refer the decision of this matter to the 
Rev. President.”’ 

On motion, Resolved: That we recommend the congrega- 
tion of St. Michael’s Church in Harrisburg to the support of 
our congregations. 

No. 22.—“Isa letter from the Rev. Dr. Ernst, of Lebanon, 
praying Synod to excuse his absence, the reasons for which 
are stated to be bodily infirmity and special official duties. He 
extends an invitation to Synod to convene in Lebanon for the 
next annual session.’’ ‘ With his parochial report he encloses 
$20,00 for the Missionary Fund, of which $4,00 were collect- 
ed by the Union Sunday School, which the Secretary is re- 
quested to note in the minutes, in addition to the above he 
transmits $5,00 for the Synodical fund, and $1,00 contribution 
to the Missionary Society.’’ 

Resolved: That the Rev. Dr. Ernst be excused. | 

The invitation extended to Synod, is gratefully acknowl- 
edged, and shall receive attention in the regular course of 
business. 

V. Commirrer. The Committee reported through Pastor 

H. S. Miller. | 
No, 23.—“Is a letter from Pastor Trumbauer apologizing 
for absence; bodily infirmity is offered in excuse. He trans- | 
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mits his parochial report and states that the sum of $6,50 
contributed for the Synodical and Missionary fund has been 
deposited with the Treasurer.”’ 

“ The committee move that Br. Trumbauer be excused.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

No. 24.—* Is a letter signed by the Vestries of St. Peter’s, 
Zion’s and Hummel’s churches, in Lyken’s Valley, testifying 
to the appointment of Balthazer Marter as Delegate to repre- 
sent the eight congregations composing their district, and en- 
closing $27,75 contribution, viz: for the Synodical fund $3,00 
for Western Missions $16,00 and for Foreign Missions $8,75. 
Finally complaint is lodged against Pastor Stoever, charging 
him with promoting disturbance in their congregations.” 

No. 25.—“Is a letter from the Fetterhof congregation, 
signed by 49 members, charging Pastor Stoever as intruding in 
the congregation,which their former Pastor, Mr. Hemping had 
again taken charge of, and of holding meetings in private 
houses with a small number of Lutheran and Reformed mem- 
bers who have seperated from the congregation.”’ ‘ 

Action on this matter was postponed until to-morrowrfore- 
noon. 

No. 26.—“Is a letter from Pastor Stecher, praying to be 
excused for absence on the ground of illness. Contained in 
the above are his parochial report and $8,06 contribution for 
the Synodical and Missionary fund.”’ 

“ Your committee move that Br. Stecher be excused.”’ 

The resolution was adopted. 

No, 27.—* Is a letter signed by 5 members of the Vestry of 
the Union Salemscongregation at Berrysburg, stating that they 
had accepted Pastor Stoever as their minister, and charging 
Pastor Hemping with improper, uncharitable and unchristian 
conduct towards Pastor Stoever.’’ 

This matter was likewise postponed with the above. 

No. 28.—“ Isa paper signed by two elders and two deacons, 
in which complaint is made against Pastor Hemping, for inter- 
fering with their congregation contrary to their wish or con- 
sent. It is further stated that their delegate Mr. Joseph Mil- 
ler would be able to explain the circumstance, and the desire 
is expressed, that Pastor Hemping might be induced to with- 
draw from the congregation.”’ 

Likewise referred with the above papers having reference 
to this subject. 
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VI. Commirree. The committee reported through Pastor 
Eyer. 

No. 29.—* Contains the proceedings of the Fourth Confer- 
ence District, convened in the congregationat Warwick, Lan- 
caster county, Sept. 2, 1845; on which occasion the Rev. Sen- 
ior, Pastor Beatis delivered a very impressive discourse.” 

“The committee perceives nothing further in these proceed- 
ings which is of special interest to Synod.” 

No. 30.—*Contains a favorable testimonial in behalf of 
candidate Nathan Jaeger, accompanied with the request that 
he may be ordained, signed by the Vestries of his different 
churches.”’ 

Synod is gratified with the testimonial presented. The pe- 
tition for ordination will be regarded by the Ministerium. 

No. 31.—Isa letter from the Vestry of the Ev. Lutheran 
Church in Easton, complaining that their late Pastor, John 
P. Hecht had refused to surrender the church book, contain- 
ing the registry of Baptisms, Confirmations, Marriages, and 
Furnerals, except on certain illiberal and unreasonable terms, 
proposed by him to the congregation.”’ 

“The committee move that Mr. Hecht be urgently requested 
to fulfill his duty, by forthwith delivering the said book or 
books to the congregation.”’

Committee of Lafayette College in Easton, Pa., the purport 
of which is a resolution, passed by said committee, and ad- 
dressed to the Ev. Lutheran Ministerium of Pennsylvania and 
adjacent States. The design of the resolution is as follows: 
That if the said Ministerium send annually twenty or more 
Students to Lafayette College, the Trustees of the College 
would appoint as Professor of the German Language, any 
qualified gentleman whom the Ministerium would recommend, 
and that the german language should be taught in the Academ- 
ical course without any additional charge to the Students.’’ 

“ The above resolution was accompanied with a pamphlet, 
marked 

No. 34.-Containing a catalogue of the Officers and Students 
of the College, together with a statement of the course of in- 
struction, expenses and general supervision. From these 
papers your committee learn, that the Institutton is in a pros- 
perous condition, and is conducted upon liberal, safe and good 
principles. But while your committee notice with pleasing 
sattsfaction the flourishing condition of the Institution, and 
gratefully acknowledge the kind offer of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the College, and would recommend a reciprocation 
of their friendly intentions, yet inasmuch as the Ministerium 
has, at present, no young men under its supervision, therefore 


circumstances prevent it from entering into the npn ar- 
rangement. 


No. 35.—“ Isa petition with 40 signatures from St. Peter’ 
and Hetzel’s churches, in the neighborhood of Pinegrove 
Schuylkill county, representing their destitute condition. . It 
appears that the pastorate consisted formerly of five congre- 
gations, three of which are now under the pastoral care af 
Rev. N. Jaeger, the other two being vacant. These twa 
con gregations have delegated Frederick Schneider and John 
‘Schwartz to represent their state before Synod.” 
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These Commissioners baying been heard it appeared that 
these congregations are yery distant from Orwigsburg and 
9 remote from the other congregations, and that the Rev. 
aeger could not possibly attend to them: hence it was 

That we declare St. Peter’s and Hetzel’s church- 
es vacant, and that any minister of our body may accept them. 

The Rev. President, having no particular reference to the 
foregoing, expressed his opinion and also the opinion of every 
honorable member of our Synod, in regard to the disorderly, 
uncharitable and unchristian conduct of such, who at the 
resent day, under all kinds of pretexts, force themselves into 
e congregations of a regularly called pastor, to disturb the 
quiet and peace of the congregation, and oftentimes to destroy 
and dismember it, prompted by no higher motive than filthy 
lucre’s sake. In concluding his remarks he cordially wished 
and hoped that no member of this Synod would be guilty of 
such conduct. 

Mr. Mattes here made complaint to Synod, that the Rev. 
J. P. Hecht was endeavoring at the present time, as an Ev. 
Lutheran Preacher to organize a new congregation in Easton, 
to the injury of the Ev. Lutheran Church. He committed 
the matter to the Synod to be disposed of according to their 


The consideration of this complaint was transferred to the 
Mmisterium. — 

No. 36.—* Is a letter from Pastor G. H. Brandau, in which 
he asks to be excused on account of his absence from this 
convention of Synod, as his absence was occasioned by the 
death of his parents.

That, the Celebration be held at the time and place of 
the next synodical Convention A. D, 1847, 

2.) That, the Lord’sday be appointed as most proper for 
the above purpose. 

3.) That, the President of Synod or the Senior Ministeri 
deliver the jubilee discourse. | 

4.) That it will add to the solemnities, if the members of 
Synod would unite in celebrating the holy Sacrament of the 
-Lord’s Supper. 

5.) That it will prove a fit and lasting monument of this 
Celebration, if Synod would reccommend to its members, 
during the course of the Synodical year, to exert their indi- 
vidual energies, either by Collections, Subcriptions, or what- 
ever course they may deem most proper, towards establish- 
ing an Institution for the Church. 

Your Committee further report, a Communication made to 
it, by the Rev. W. Rally, in which he expresses the wish, 
that Synod may resolve upon publishing a Book commemo- 
rative of the Jnbilee, adding a design of such publication, 
and declaring his willingness to collect and arrange the ma- 
terials, if so autherised by Synod.

AN SYNOD OF PENNSYLVANIA AND ADJACENT STATES, 
Convened at Orwigsburg, Schuylkill County, Pa., from 
the 8th to the 10th af June, A. D. 1846. 

The Members of the Missionary Society met in St. Paul’s 
Church at Orwigsburg on Monday Evening the 8th of Junc, 
at 6 o’clock. 

As the Officers of the Society were absent,—the following 
were elected pro fempore. |

The session was opened with prayer by A. T. Geissenhain- 
er, the Corresponding Secretary; Rev. G. A. Reichert, who. 
was instructed to communieate to the Missionary Society of 
the General Synod, the wish of this Society to transfer to its 
supervision, the heathen missions in India, with the assurance, 
that our Missionary Society would still support the Mission, 
reported : 

“ That he attended to the duty assigned him, and that the 
Missionary Society had resolved to comply with our wish.’’ 
«“ Also, that much as the Executive Committee had desired: 
the Rev. Missionary Heyer, to continue his labors in India.,. 
yet according to the last report, he was on his way home. 

Resolved : That this Society cordially thank the Juvenile: 
Missionary Society of St. Michael’s and Zion’s Churches in: 
Philadelphia, for its efficient support to the missionary cause. 

Resolved: That this Society approve of the action of the 
Executive Committee, in reference to the support of Rey.. 
Missionary Heyer. 

Various letters were presented to the Society, the pending, 
of which was postponed. 

The Rev. Dr. Baker read the Annual Report of the Bxe- 
cutive Committee, which was accepted and read again atthe: 
Anniversary. After prayer by Rev. G, A. Reichert, the So-- 
oety adjourned to meet to-morrow afternoon at 1 o’clock. 

Tuesday 1:0’clock P, M.. 

This Session was opened with prayer by Rev. Vogelbacti:. 

Inthe absence of the former pro tempore Secretary, the Rev. 
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A. T. Geissenhainer was elected to act as Secretary during 
the remaining sessions. 

Two letters from Bro. Bartels Zanesville Ohio, were read, 
which asked for some assistance; also a letter from Bro. 
Mealy, of the same place, in which he recommends Bro. Bar- 
tels to the assistanee of the Society. 

Resolved: That Bro. Bartels shall receive this year, aid 
from the Missionary Treasury, and that the amount be left 
to the Executive Committee. 

A letter from the Rev. Mr. Hall, a Presbyterian Preacher 
of New Jersey, to Dr. Demme, was read. This letter repre- 
sents the religious and moral condition of our German breth- 
ren in and about Trenton to be very lamentable; wishes, that 
our ehureh would interest itself specially for these brethren, 
and informs us of the kind proposal of the Presbyterian Con- 
gregation there, to grant the use of the church to a mimister 
every Sunday afternoon in case one should be appointed by 
us, to preach and operate among this people. 

The Society is thankful for the above information, and

REPORT 


Of the Menntin Committe of the Missionary: Saciely of 
ithe Synod of Pennsylavnia. 

Iti is now almost four years, since the establishment of our 
mission at Guntoor. The blessing of the Lord has: visibly 
rested fpon the: mission during this period. The Collector, 
Stokes and other distinguished Englishmen have favored and 
supported it. A large building has been erected, which, by 
its several apartments is used as a church for the exercises of 
public worship, asa school and parsonage. Schools for boys 
and girls have been established, in which, instruction is given 
in the English and Zelugu languages.—These schools are 
under the supervision of the Mission and are designed to pro- 
mote the religious interests of the scholars——The Gospel is 
preached to the Heathen on the week day as well as ow the 
Lord’s day.—Books of the sacred Scriptures and Tracts are 
distributed—this has not been without encouraging effect. 
Fourteen adult natives have been baptized, and the Mission- 
ary purposes soon to administer the sacrement of the Lord’s 
Supper to some of them; therefore we the more deeply regret, 
that Bro, Heyer has continued to urge his request for permis- 
sion to return to America, 


The Missionary Society at its last annual sessions gave the 
decision of Bro. Heyer’s request to return to America to the 
Executive Committee. This Committee after mature delibera- 
tion concluded to grant his request. This however is done 
with regret, as Bro. Heyer has learned the Zelugu language 
and cah now preach in it.and consequently is able to operate 
among the Zelugus with effect. The committee also conclu- 
ded that the Missionary Society. would bear the expenses of 
Bro. ‘Heyer’s return, but that his salary should be discontinued 
as SOON as ‘he leaves Guntoor. 

From the last letter of Bro. Gunn, dated February 10th 
1846, we learn, that Bro. Heyer has left Guntoor. 


The ' proposal made by our Missionary Society, to the Mis- 
siouaty Society ‘of the Genetal Synod, ‘in reference to the 
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Mission at Guntoor, was accepted by the latter; so that, while 
the supervision of the mission is now transferred to, the Mis- 
sionary Society of the General Synod, yet we will support 
the mission according to our abilities. _ | J

didate Sondhaus. . 

The Lord bless our efforts to extend his kingdom. “May 
many thereby be brought to a knowledge of the truth and to 
godliness, 

After the report had been read, the Rev. Friedrich address- 
ed the congregation in the German Janguage, and the Rev. 
F, A. M. Keller in the English language,—-a missionary hymn 
was sung and the congregation dismissed with the benediction. 


After the Congregation was dismissed, the members of the 
Missionary Society agreeably to a resolution, assembled for 
the purpose of electing officers for the coming year. The re- 
sult of the election is the following, viz:
